4. Because the two above cited provisiohs from the two separate Orders could be
imefpre!ed as inconsistent, Vail ié concerned that there may be a question as to the Company’s
‘{rauthority for utilization of the SI‘;/'S,OO0.00 in devé’ioper advances to pay for the materials

|} associated with the loop, as opposed to only the trenching costs.

5. To ciaﬁfy the issue, the Company would respectfully request the sentence starting on
